Allo-wable Subject Matter 



1. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: 

Claims 21-40 are allowable over the prior art of record.

The prior art of record fails to 
anticipate or render obviousness of the feature that a processor 
for generating an infrared code to perform a specific function in 
response to said activation signal from the detector.
